RESIDENT WILSON'S state- 
Parent on Shantung, made 

public through the State De- 

partment yesterday, follows: 

“The Government of the 
United States has noted with the 
greatest interest the frank state- 
ment made by Viscount Uchida 
with regard to Japan's future 
policy respecting Shantung. The 
statement ought to serve to re- 
move many of the misunder- 
standings which had begun to 
accumulate about this question. 
But there are references in the 
statement to an agreement en- 
tered into between Japan and 
China in 19156 which might be 
misleading, if not commented 
upon in the light of what oc- 
curred in Paris when the clauses 
of the treaty affecting Shantung 
were under discussion. I there- 
fore take the liberty of supple- 
menting Viscount Uchida's state- 
ment with the following: 


“In the conference of the 30th 
of April last, where this matter 
was brought to a _ conclusion 
among the heads of the principal!

(4) The operating 
cost which takes in the cost of our 
fuel, our laundry and our service. 
(6) Our savings which may be in 
the form of bonds, or war stamps, 
or a deposit account, or some kind 
of insurance. (6) And last, ad- 
vancement, or what we spend to 
educate, amuse and improve our- 
selves. 

Every budget must be divided to 
cover the six common needs. Now 
just how each income must be di- 
vided will depend, of course, on its 
size, on’ how many people it sup- 
ports, on the place we live, and on 
the work we do. How much should
